THE LITTLE WORDS 
The importance of words is 
not to be reckoned by the ruler. 
The quarter-inch words may be 
far more important than the two 
or three-inch ones. The amount 
of space a word takes up on a 
pag e has no relationship to its 
sig nificance. 
It is worth noting that the 
most precious thing s in the w’orld 
are ex pressed in little words: 
Lig ht, joy, peace, love, home, 
friends, faith, hope, God, g race, 
rig ht, heart—and so on we could 
g o. 
All 
of 
them 
one-syllable 
words and yet they represent a 
roster of realities without which 
life—which also is a one-sylla­ 
ble word—would not be possible. 
; It has been pointed out that the 
common nail is the foundation of 
civilization; and it is also true 
that the common little words arc 
the very bulwark of life itself. 
The most enduring literature 
is almost always ex pressed in 
the smallest words — the 23rd 
Psalm, the Lord’s prayer, the 
Gettysburg address—the world's 
g reatest ideas stated in the sim­ 
plest lang uag e. Immortal truths 


i shaped in words that the ruler 
would call tiny. 
The marriag e vow is sealed by 
a pair of little words: “I do" and 
“I will.” Yet those two pairs of 
tiny words form the strong chain 
that maintains a sacred relation­ 
ship between two human being s 
—sometimes 
for 
upwards 
of 
three-quarters of a cei^ury. By 
them two hearts shape up all of 
their dedicated intentions, all of 
their holy resolves, all of their 
reverent promises to God and to 
each other. All of that is done 
by employing a pair of wrords 
that, taken 
tog ether, measure 
half an inch or less. 
One 
little 
word 
sometimes 
works miracles of helpfulness. 
Maybe it is a word of counsel 
spoken by a m other or a father. 
Maybe it is a word of insig ht 
that one ran across in a book.- 
Or perhaps it is a word that was 
dropped into the crevice of the 
mind or heart by some speaker 
—or 
in 
conversation 
with 
a 
friend. One never knows which 
word, however small, may lodg e 
in fertile soil and bring forth an 
abundant harvest. 
“I spoke a word 
And no one heard; 
I wro te a wo rd, 
And no one cared 
Or seemed to heed. 
But after half a score of years 
It blossomed in a frag rant deed.

As Pakistan Celebrates 
Rawalpindi, Pakistan, March 
24 LP)—Thirty five persons were 
reported killed last nig ht in a 
stampede of holiday crowds mil­ 
ling across an overpass bridg e to 
celebrate the inaug uration of the 
Pakistan republic. 
More than 60 other persons 
were injured in the crush as the 
celebrants trampled each other 
trying to g et across the overpass 
to a fireworks display in this 
northern 
Punjab 
city. 
Many 
women and children were re­ 
ported among the dead. 
Authorities estimated that 3,- 
000 to 4,000 persons were on the 
stone and iron bridg e which con­ 
nects the city’s two main sec­ 
tions when the stampede oc­ 
curred.

LIGHT ON LOBBYING 
When “ the mo st ex clusiv e club in the 
wo rld” is being inv estig ated, ev en by a se­ 
lect co mmittee drawn fro m the ranks o f its 
membership, the members are bo und to 
be a little to uchy . That is*what is taking 
place, and that is the reactio n, in the United 
States Senate. 
A bipartisan co mmittee o f eig ht members 
has beg un a study o f lo bby ing . Many sena­ 
to rs are unhappy abo ut this state o f affairs, 
but the natio nal interest demands that the 
inv estig atio n be pushed thro ug h. If little 
wro ng -do ing is fo und, that will bo lster pub­ 
lic co nfidence in the senate. If real co rrup­ 
tio n co mes to lig ht, then the public is en­ 
titled to kno w that also , and co rrectiv e 
steps sho uld be taken. 
Senato r McClellan (D-Ark.), chairman 
o f the special co mmittee, has pro perly 
urg ed that it o ug ht no t o nly to ex po se any 
specific co rruptio n that may ex ist, “ but it 
sho uld also further endeav o r to establish 
any g eneral pattern that . . . indicates 
that co rrectiv e leg islatio n is needed.” 
Lo bby ing , in the sense o f pro v iding in­ 
fo rmatio n and arg uing fo r a po int o f v iew*, 
is no t necessarily wro ng . Often it is in the 
public interest. But co rrupt lo bby ing that 
seeks to buy the v o tes o f lawmakers de­ 
serv es sco rn and punitiv e actio n. If that 
kind o f lo bby ing ex ists in the United States 
Senate, it is the business o f the special co m­ 
mittee to ex po se it. 


ALLEN BOWS OUT 
All tho se who remember the g o lden day s 
o f radio are saddened by the death o f Fred 
Allen. The sad-faced co median was co n­ 
sidered by many to be the funniest man in 
sho w* business. 
So meho w his brand o f co medy nev er 
clicked o n telev isio n. His g enuine wit did 
no t seem to be tailo red fo r a v isual medium. 
But when radio , rather than TV. was the 
family fo cal po int o f an ev ening , Fred Allen 
was co nsidered a master clo wn. He peo ­ 
pled his pro g ram with a number o f charac­ 
ters who walked thro ug h “ Allen’s Alley .” 
Many o f them were unfo rg ettable. 
A sho rt time ag o he 
wTOte a bo o k called 
“ Treadmill to Obliv io n.” It 
was a v ery 
funny bo o k, y et there was a trace o f sad­ 
ness and bitterness in it. The bo o k to ld the 
sto ry o f the rise and decline o f the pro g ram 
in which he starred and his frequent bat­ 
tles with spo nso rs and radio ex ecutiv es who 
tried to restrain him. 
It is a ro mantic assumptio n that clo wns 
are basically sad men. In the case o f Fred 
Allen it seemed to be the truth. Yet he 
manag ed to make millio ns o f peo ple laug h; 
and he wo n the acclaim o f his audiences 
and his critics. Certainly the histo ry o f 
sho w business, particularly tho se pag es 
which detail the part play ed by radio in 
entertainment, will hav e to g iv e a special 
place to Fred Allen. 


IN HONOR.OF TEDDY 
In 19 5 8 , the 100th anniv ersary o f Theo ­ 
do re Ro o sev elt’s birthday will be celebrated. 
Plans hav e been submitted to Co ng ress by 
the Theo do re Ro o sev elt Centennial Co m­ 
missio n, autho rized by Co ng ress last y ear. 
Reco mmendatio ns call fo r a 
natio n­ 
wide educatio nal pro g ram o n Ro o sev elt’s 
achiev ements and teaching s. Ex hibits, pub­ 
lic ceremo nies, co mmemo rativ e stamps and 
publicatio n o f a bo o k o f selectio ns fro m 
Ro o sev elt’s speeches wo uld be included in 
the pro g ram. The co mmittee has also re­ 
quested co mpletio n o f the Theo do re Ro o se­ 
v elt Memo rial Park in No rth Dako ta and 
o f “ a spiritual sanctuary fo r peo ple o f all 
races and creeds o n Theo do re Ro o sev elt 
Island in the Po to mac Riv er.” This last 
memo rial has already been appro v ed by the 
Natio nal Park Serv ice and the Fine Arts 
Co mmissio n. 
All these are pro per sug g estio ns. While 
Theo do re Ro o sev elt’s achiev ement’s may 
no t hav e been alto g ether “ epo ch-making ” , 
as the co mmissio n calls them, he was an 
o utstanding 
President 
who 
is 
justly 
included in the Hall o f Fame. While his 
v ig o ro us perso nality is fading fro m g eneral 
memo ry eno ug h o f his spirit remains to 
make his anniv ersary a leg itimate o ccasio n 
fo r co mmemo ratio n. ‘

TH E DRESSER IN D U STRIES DEAL 
On e of the Sov iet mean s of con qu erin g by in ­ 
filtration is the formation of a grid of adv isers 
an d ex perts who are station ed in the prin cipal 
areas of a cou n try an d who act n ot on ly as spies 
bu t as agitators. As the Ru ssian gov ern men t own s 
all the mean s of produ ction an d distribu tion , ev ery 
person employ ed in an y in du stry is an employ e 
of the Ru ssian gov ern men t, an d. as they man age 
thin gs, depen den t u pon the Commu n ist Party for 
his adv an cemen t. 
On March 2, an American compan y called 
Dresser In du stries, throu gh its Vice Presiden t, 
J. B. O’Connor, sign ed an agreemen t with the All- 
Un ion Mashin o-Ex port Un ion (I am qu otin g the 
Tass tex t from Moscow) by which the Dresser 
In du stries wou ld be licen sed to produ ce "Sov iet- 
design ed tu rbo-drills” in the Un ited States. The 
Tass report states: 
"This agreemen t prov ides for giv in g Dresser 
In du stries the techn ical docu men tation n ecessary 
for the produ ction of the Sov iet-design ed tu rbo­ 
drills for the drillin g of oil an d gas wells in rocks 
of differen t den sity , as well as for the sen din g to 
the Un ited States of a grou p of Sov iet en gin eers 
who will participate in ex perimen tal drillin g. 
"Dresser In du stries will pay for the abov e- 
men tion al licen se by pay in g the All-Un ion Ma- 
chin o-Ex port Un ion a percen tage of the v alu e of 
the tu rbo-drills produ ced an d sold by the com­ 
pan y . as well as of spare parts for them. 
"In addition to this, Dresser In du stries will 
tran smit to the All-Un ion Mashin o-Ex port Un ion 
the 
techn ological 
in formation 
for 
produ cin g 
chisels for the drillin g of oil an d gas wells. Both 
sides hav e also agreed on ex chan gin g in formation 
on ail chan ges which will be in trodu ced in to the 
design of the tu rbo-drills described in the assign ed 
licen se. 
"The agreemen t is v alid for 10 y ears.” 
What is importan t in this report is that Sov iet 
en gin eers are to be station ed in the Un ited States. 
Khru shchev , in his den u n ciation of Stalin , has 
giv en u s a fair pictu re of their sy stem an d we 
ou ght n ot to agree to permit the in crease of Ru s­ 
sian agen ts in this cou n try . This phase of the 
Dresser In du stries con tract ou ght to be in v esti­ 
gated fu lly , particu larly as it is a v iolation of the 
McCarran -VValter Immigration Act an d probably 
before these fellows are here lon g, they will be 
v iolatin g the Smith Act or otherwise they hav e 
to be altogether in articu late. 
Actu ally , I won der if the Dresser In du stries 
hav e a con tract. It is cu riou s that Tass shou ld 
hav e broadcast this item to all Eu ropean cou n ­ 
tries on the radio the v ery day that the agree­ 
men t was sign ed. This wou ld in dicate that it was 
bein g u sed for propagan da in Eu rope to show 
that the American s were comin g to Ru ssia for 
techn ical en gin eerin g assistan ce; that this cou n ­ 
try is so poor in en gin eerin g that in on e of its 
most importan t an d highly -dev eloped fields, it is 
doin g so badly that it has to get Ru ssian blu e­ 
prin ts for makin g what American en gin eers do 
n ot kn ow how to make. 
An d there is alway s somebody who thin ks he 
can get ahead an d make a big deal ou t of that 
sort of thin g. So he goes ov er to Moscow an d they 
work ou t a con tract which on paper looks in n o­ 
cen t bu t which on the radio in the satellite cou n ­ 
tries makes a patsy ou t of Un cle Sam. It is this 
Tass broadcast that in terests me more than 
whether Dresser In du stries, whoev er they may be, 
make a cou ple of ex tra dollars ou t of this par­ 
ticu lar drill. May be if I kn ew an y thin g abou t en ­ 
gin eerin g. I wou ld realize ev en more than I n ow 
su spect that the con tract will produ ce n othin g 
an d was design ed to produ ce n othin g. 
I recall a similar in ciden t, may be 30 odd y ears 
ago, in Chin a, when an American compan y came 
alon g an d sign ed an agreemen t an d made a big 
loan to the Chin ese gov ern men t which gav e this 
compan y a mon opoly of certain produ cts. When 
I told the great man from the Un ited States that 
he had n o con tract, he thou ght I was crazy In 
the en d, his thin kin g so cost his compan y sev eral 
million dollars. The way the Chin ese worked it 
wax to hav e him n egotiate with the v ten n g of- 
ficials, so that all the sign atu res were the wron g 
on es. The "chops” were wron g, a chop bein g a 
Wiiich is the official an d in fallible sign atu re, 
i he con tract was en tered u pon for in tern al politi­ 
cal reason s, to stren gthen the party in power It 
te a groat game if y ou kn ow how to play it.

THE INCORRIGIBLE ALCOHOLIC 
Almost daily we read of acciden ts, in ju ries, 
hu man tragedies an d property destru ction in 
which the con su mption of alcohol has play ed a 
major part. In almost ev ery phy sician ’s medical 
practice are seen the deterioration an d death of 
fellow hu man bein gs where ex cessiv e drin kin g is 
a major con tribu tor. In the last few y ears there 
has been mu ch n ew pu blicity abou t alcoholism in 
On tario an d ou r n ew clin ics dealin g with it. This 
cou ld resu lt in the miscon ception that we hav e 
in stitu ted all n ecessary methods to deal with ou r 
alcoholism problem effectiv ely . Nothin g cou ld be 
fu rther from the tru th.” 
I am qu otin g from an article on The In corrigi­ 
ble Alcoholic in the On tario Medical Rev iew'. The 
reason the writer feels that the problem of alco­ 
holism is hardly bein g tou ched is brou ght ou t by 
the fact that on ly sev en per cen t of the alcoholics 
in a certain cou n ty in On tario stu died had re­ 
ceiv ed or sou ght treatmen t of an y kin d. What 
abou t the other 93 per cen t? 
In the first place, we mu st keep in min d that 
this other 93 per cen t of alcoholics are n ot n eces­ 
sarily ign oran t of the fact that they hav e a prob­ 
lem with alcohol. They also kn ow' that man y 
forms of help, both medical an d n on medical, are 
av ailable in the prov in ce. The poin t that n eeds to 
be established is that an importan t aspect of this 
disease alcoholism, is a- stron g resistan ce to ac­ 
ceptin g help in an y form, from an y sou rce, or 
in deed, ev en admittin g that su ch heip is n eeded. 
Ev en thou gh this disease is progressiv ely destru c­ 
tiv e for the v ictim an d poten tially hazardou s for 
all those with whom he comes in con tact, there 
are n o effectiv e mean s of makin g certain that 
both the patien t an d others are sav ed from the 
in ev itably disastrou s con sequ en ces that accom­ 
pan y the progression of this particu lar disorder. 
Two ex amples are giv en which illu strate (1) 
the in ten sity of this resistan ce to accept treat-~ 
men t an d (2) how' disastrou s it can be to all con ­ 
cern ed. 
Case 1. A fairly promin en t bu sin ess man was 
admitted to ou r clin ic. He came on ly as an alter­ 
n ativ e to a commitmen t to a prov in cial (state) 
hospital an d he pu t off comin g u n til the v ery af­ 
tern oon that he was to hav e gon e to the hospital. 
His family , phy sician an d others had mean while 
gon e throu gh y ears of trou ble an d hu miliation . 
After the first ten day s he cooperated fu lly in all 
aspects of the program su ggested for him an d 
has been totally abstin en t for abou t fou r y ears. 
Case 2. A frien d of the abov e patien t was 
ev ery bit as resistan t bu t in his case n o on e had 
taken the stan d of arran gin g for commitmen t to 
an in stitu tion if n ecessary . He persisted in driv in g 
his car ev en thou gh in tox icated. On the way 
home on e n ight he killed a woman on the high­ 
way . Followin g this acciden t an d a sojou rn in jail, 
he also discon tin u ed his u se of alcohol bu t an in ­ 
n ocen t person had already giv en her life as a 
price of his stu bborn n ess an d refu sal to face the 
fact that he n eeded help, that liqu or was really a 
problem with him. 
Before we can deal effectiv ely with alcoholism 
we mu st recogn ize this deep-seated resistan ce to 
participate in treatmen t on the part of the alco­ 
holic. We will con tin u e with this su bject Mon day .

"BECAUSE O F the agen cy ’s 
belief that families shou ld re­ 
main in tact an d becau se man y 
problems can be solv ed by cou n ­ 
sellin g an d gu idan ce, the child 
welfare div ision offers' this serv ­ 
ice to families, both to prev en t 
placemen t an d after placemen t 
to help in the readju stmen t of 
the children to their families. 
This serv ice is giv en to abou t 
100 children an d it is of great 
v alu e both in terms of sav in g 
mon ey an d preserv in g family 
life. 
"The child welfare 
div ision 
also giv es serv ice an d care to

mothers

children . These serv ices in clu de 
pren atal an d postn atal care, as­ 
sistan ce in establishin g pater­ 
n ity , gu idan ce for the mother an d 
plan s for the child,

adoption where this seems de­ 
sirable. Placemen t for adoption 
is effected on ly when the best 
in terests of all con cern ed, par­

Woodstock, March 24 — Fred 
Ohl, owner of the Woodstock 
school bus, has distributed to 
his y oung riders a release pre­ 
pared by the Sta te Educational 
Department for the Sa ug erties 
Central School District on “ The 
Pupil’s Contribution to Sa fety 
on the Bus.’’ 
Good pupil conduct contrib­ 
utes to sa fety . It helps to avoid 
accidents which may result from 
the distraction of the driver. It 
also reduces the number of ac­ 
cidents in which pupils injure 
themselves or each other. The 
pupil who has been successfully 
trained in the way s of good bus 
conduct will observe the follow­ 
ing: 
He enters or leaves the bus 
only when the 
door 
is 
fully 
opened. 
He takes his turn and avoids 
pushing upon entering or lea v­ 
ing the bus. 
He takes his sea t promptly 
and remains in it until the bus 
arrives a t his stop.. 
He keeps his feet under the 
seat. 
He keeps his hands off the 
persons and property of other 
children. 
He keeps his books, lunch box 
etc. out of the aisle. 
He avoids loud, boisterous talk 
and other noises which might 
distract the driver. 
His conversation is gentleman­ 
ly .He never tampers with the 
emergency door. 
He conscientiously observes all 
rules and responds promptly to 
the driver’s instructions. 
The child’s conduct on the bus 
is only one aspect of his general 
citizenship pattern as conditioned 
by the home, the school and the 
community . 
Parents, 
teachers 
and others may contribute di­ 
rectly and indirectly to the ac­ 
ceptability of his conduct on tne 
bus. The school administrator is 
generally in the best position to 
marshal the various groups, in­ 
cluding parents, teachers, student 
leaders and drivers, so that their 
influence may be most effective 
in securing acceptable pupil con­ 
duct. Where poor conduct exists, 
experience indicams that acci­ 
dents may result from fighting, 
tripping, pushing, throwing ob­ 
jects and distracting the driver 
by loud noise and boisterousness.
